EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Quin Lin on 01/05/2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , delete the word "optionally" in step (e). 

Claims 16-21 are cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
amendment to claim 1 filed on 10/29/2008 overcame the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
102(b) over Sauer et al (WO 99/61603). In addition, as described in Applicant's 
specification (paragraph bridging pages 3-4), the particular combination of NH 4 + or NH 3 
and a pH of 8.5 to 9.5 increases the yield of nucleic acid recovered by the method. The 
effect is not seen when NH 4 + or NH 3 is omitted, nor is it seen when NH 4 + or NH 3 is 
present but the pH is outside of the claimed range. In view of this unexpected result, 
the claims are considered patentable over the disclosures of McKernan (US 
2002/0106686 A1, filed Jan 9, 2002) and Rauth et al (WO 01/19980 A1).
